WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Amer- 


ica’s tribute to its Unknown Soldier 


was paid through President Harding 
today with a simplicity strikingly at 
variance with the splendid ritual of 
honors that marked his homecoming 
& year ago. 

Today there was no spoken word 


. to stir echoes of the solemn chords 


and expressions of high resolve a 
year ago that still must linger amid 
the marble arches of Arlington Me- 
morial amphitheater where the hon- 
ored dead keeps vigil. 

A distant thudding of saluting can- 
non, the ring of shod horses on the 
hard roadway, a low command, a 
stified flourish of trumpets, as rifles 
leaped up to present, and the Presi- 
dent had come to place a wreath 
upon the sleeper’s tomb, and gone 
again almost before the féw hun- 
dreds who awaited realized that the 
ceremony had begun. 

On the terrace facing down over 
the haze-shrouded river and the city 
beyond, a thin line of comrade sol- 
diers, sailors and marines was drawn 


up facing inward toward the great /

Pledge Card Not Signed by 
Any’ Known Person and 
Cannot Be Accepted, Man- 
agers of Drive Hold. — 


An offer, purporting to come from 
the Ku Klux Klan, to’ contribute 
$15,000 to the Boy Scout Extension 
Fund, submitted yesterday, was re- 
jected last night by the Executive 
Committee of the campaign in prog- 
ress to raise $150,000 for a three- 
year program of Scout work in th¢ 
city. 

Rejection was made on the 
grounds that no cash or signed obli- 
gation had been tendered by the 
klan, “and therefore nothing -is be- 
fore us,” the committee announced. 

The pledge card for the contribu- 
tion, and the accompanying letter on 
Ku Klux Klan stationery, carried as 
signatures only the typewritten name 
of the organization and e po 
names or addresses of persous re- 
sponsible for the offer. 

Dr. C. M. Westerman, captain of 
one ef the campaign teams, an- 
nounced the offer yesterday at a 
luncheon for team workers at the 
Planters Hotel, stating it was pay- 
able in semiannual installments at 
the rate of $5000 a-year for three 
years. He further stated he was au- 
thorized to announce the klan would 
increase this to equal any larger sub- 
scription any other organization 
might make, up to $15,000 a year, or 
$45,000 for the three-year yertee-

Radio Station K 8S D will celebrate 
Armistice day with a special patriot- 
ic program this evening, given in be- 
half of thé American Red Cross. Dis- 
tinguished speakers, who are listed 
in the detailed program of the eve- 


ning in another column of this page, 
will take part; the proclamation rela- 
tive to the Red Cross roll call by the 
President of the United States will be 
}read and there will be war songz, 
sung by a popular St. Louis artist. 
The martial feature will be the bugle 
calls which will be sounded by an 
| overseas veteran. 

This program will be given at 7 
o’clock and will last one hour. At 
8:15 o'clock Station K 8S D will 
broadcast the first symphony pro- 
gram this season of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, which will be 
given at the Odeon. This broadcast- 
ing will be accomplished as was that 
of the oratorio, ‘The Creation,” 
which was sung fn Christ Church Ca- 
tredral last Sunday evening.

Tariff Explanation Broadcast. 

The feature of the program broad- 
cast from Station K S D last night 
was an exposition of the new tariff 
law by William 8S. Culbertson of 
Washington, D. C., vice chairman 
of the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion. Culbertson, who came to St. 
Louis to address a joint meeting of 
the Advertising Club and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, described the dif- 
fering methods of making a tariff 
under the old system, and in the
